AUSTRIAN OCCUPATION OF NOVI-BAZAR. 

Viswna, Sept. 9.—Dispatches from Bosnia to- 
day givedetails of the entry of the Austrian 
troops into the Simd@jak of Novi-Bazar. Yes- 
terday morning at 6 o’clock a brigade, composed 
of two regiments of infaniry, a battalion of 
Chasseura, two mountain batteries, and half a 
squadron of Hussars, crossedethe frontier of 
Bosnia close by Svetlo. Borje, not far from 
Cajnice. Every precaution was taken against 
any unexpected incident, columns being de- 
tached from the huik of the brigade to cover 
the flanks of the Austrian force,—a function 
which required these detached columns to make 
their way over almost inaccessible mountains. 
The road followed by the bulk of the army was 
itself sufficiently toileome, the ground from 
Cajnica to the frontierrising to the bight of 2,100 
feet. Aftera six hours’ march the troops en- 
camped near Haa-Kovac. The troops are well 
received. The Turkish detachment which neid 
Karakula Gerzd retired at the approach of the 
Austrian forces. The agitation on the part of 
tne inhabitants of the Town of Plevlje, the goal 
of the march of this brigade, has, it is reported, 
considerably calmed down, and the Austrian oc- 
cupation will encounter no resistance. Besides 
this brigade, which has crossed the frontier on 
the south side of the Sandjak, another has just 
entered the Province o1 Novi-Bazar on the north 
side, by way of Vsegrad. Crossing the frontter 
close to Ratcha, the latter portion of the 
Austrign troops directed their stens to Preboj, 
where they met with a friendly reception at 
the hands of the municivality; a superior 
Turkish officer, the Keimakam, and the 
leading men of the place also tur- 
ing out to welcome he brigade. The ‘southern 
part of the Sandjak occupied de the Albanians 
is closed by a curdon of twelve Ottoman battal- 
ions, extending along Sienitza, Novi-Varosch, 
and Bielopolje. The Austrian occupation is 
directed by General the Duke of Wurtemberg 
and the Chief of his Staff. Col. Alpori. 

The Monday Kev ew (-emi-offial organ) sees 
in this event the end of the Eastern crisis, woich 
for three years bas absorbed the attention of 
Europe. Austria, though oot taking a direct 
primary part in Eastern affairs, was called upon 
to guard ber own interests, It was her care to 
prevent the threatened, dismemberment of 
European Turke , —an event which would have 
been dangerous to Austria-Hungarv. tending as 
it would toa fusion of the Southern Slav ele- 
ments. The occupation of Novi-Bazar implies, 
therefore, no menace to Turkey,—a fact which 
the Porte at last. it seems, is beginning to recog- 
nize. Although ‘strategically Novi-Bazar is 
heid to be the key to. the acquisition of 
Aibania, Austria has no interest inp 
the submission to der of the latter 
Province. It is, more the defiles of 
Mirrovitza, but through Servia, that au entrance 
cau best be effecied iuto the centre of Albania. 
The Albanian element is, besides. a counter- 
poise to tue South Slavonic populations who 
tend towards uuion. Like the Ortomans and 
Greeks, the Albanians form a distinct element 
opposiug the integration of the Slavs. if only 
the Porte will respect the national character of 
this peuple, it may long enjoy the possession of 
their country. The function of Austria-Hun- 
Cary in Novi-Bazar is solely that of a wedge di- 
viding Servia and Montenegro, whose national- 
ities might otherwise grevitate to each other.

which only political optimists can suppose that 
in can be long avoided. A yet more gloomy 
suggestion is put forward by the Serliner Tage- 
biatt. Truly, it remarks, just as the British 
amd Afghan War was regarded at the time fas an 
outcome of the great war in the East and broke 
out in consequence of Russian intrigues, with 
even greater probability will many hold that 
this murder of the Ambassador in Cabul is 
perbaps an indirect rejoinder to the repelling 
rescript which the Ameer Yakoob Khan, at the 
bidding of Maj. Cavagnari, sent to Gen. Kauf- 
mann when the latter approached him with Ras- 
sian allurements.

PRINCE GORTSCHAKOFF’S IDEAS ABOUT BIS-

The following is a resume of a0 interview with 
Prince Gortschakolf held by a correspondent of 
the Paris Soleil; 


“After speaking of nis age, his unavailing 
desire to retire, his injunctions not to be 
troubled with politics durme his holiday, etc., 
the Prince disclaimed the slightest concern at 
the attacks of the Berlin papers. His policy 
had not varied for twenty-four years. He bad 
always deprecated a prolonged weakening of 
France as a. deploravie fact in the 
European concert, and 9 this ever- 
avowed opinion was doubtless solely 
due the hostility with which Prince Bis- 
marck honored him. Whatever government 
existed in France, he should enjoin on it great 
prudence in its relations with certa.n Powers. 
As to his tatverviewer’s suggestion of a coalition 
of Germany, 1 and possibly Italy, 
against Russia and France, Russia bad no 
fear of a war of invasion, but it was always well 
to be vigilant. A French fabulist had said. Dis- 
trust is tne mother of security.“ He felt no 
irritation at Prince Bismarck's adoption of an 
economic policy detrimeotal to Russia, for he 
himself in bis place shou d probabiy have done 
the same, and he was bound to think solely of 
German interests. As to the Treaty of Berlin, 
neither be nor bis colleagues fancied they had 
created a faultless prodigy in adopting its 
provisions; bat Russia had displa great 
moderation and sincere love of peace, 
tor which all impartial and well-disposed 
men should give her credit. The German 
and Russian Emperors highly esteemed 
each otner, and their affection would certainly 
suffice to smooth down the slight differences 
which might arise. The Prince, in conclusion,

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Mr. Evarts’ Mormon circular, concerning 
which there has been much speculation of 
late in the newspapers, has been given to 
the public in full by the State Department. 
A reading of its text does not confirm the 
impression that it is extraofficial or calcu- 
lated to do harm. It simply recites the laws 
of the United States prohibiting plural mar- 
riages, and asks the friendly offices of foreign 
Governments to prevent the emigration of 
Mormon converts to this country. There is 
nothing impertinent or unusual in this. Mr. 
Evarts atiaches no special weight to his 
request. The refusal of any European Gov- 
ernment to comply with it would not be 
taken as a, cause of offense. But, if any 
Government shall see fit to second the efforts 
of the United States in this respect, no 


part 

It cannot perhaps be expected that foreign 
Governments shall interfere with the free 
emigration of their subjects at the instance 
of the United States; but there are other 
means of discouraging Mormon missions 
abroad which can and should be employed. 
Chief among these is the publication of the 
fact that plural marriages are illegal in the 
United States, and will be punished. It 
would be not only an act of international 
comity, but a mercy to the misguided 
creatures immediately concerned, to give the 
widest publicity among intending emigrants 
to the statements of Mr. Evanrs' circular. 


The Postmaster at Blackville, S. C., was 
objectionable to Hamburg Burr and his 
Democratic admirers in that region, and they 
undertook to secure his removal by the sim- 
ple and direct process of assasination. He 
was objectionable because he was a colored 
man who had the grit to stand up for his 
rights, and also because he had superseded a 
young woman who ran the office chiefly as a 
Democratic campaign auxiliary. When the 
Blackville Postmaster was shot and danger- 
ously wounded, the local authorities, being 
Democrats, and therefore in fuil sympathy 
with the plan of removal, refused to 
render him any assistance, or to bring his 
assailant to justice; and if the latter is 
punished at all it will be in plain violation of 
the doctrine of State-rights and by the cen- 
tralized power of the Federal Government. 
While the slow process of justice is going 
forward, there is another and eminently de- 
sirable mode of redress within the province 
of the Postmaster-General to enforce, and 
that is the closing altogsther of the 
Post-Office at Blackville, and it is grati- 
fying to know that this will be done if 
necessary in order to convince these Rebe! 
bulidozers that in shooting the Post- 
master they have fired upon the Government 
of the United States, which is able and in- 
clined to resent the indignity in a suitable 
manner, ‘This plan tried once in similar 
circumstances in Mi ippi, and was en- 
tirely successful in bringing the Yazoo chiv- 
alry/ to a fitting sense of National supremacy 
iy deg post-offices are concerned, and it 
would doubtless work well in South Oaro- 
lina. 


THE PRESIDENTS RECEPTION. 

If, in the political slang of the day, the 
brief call of the President in Chicago is a 
boom, then certainly the boom is a much 
larger one now than when he was here last, 
and holds many more logs. Considering 
the very short time he was here,—only 
twelve hours, arriving at a late hour in the 
evening and departing at an early hour the 
next morning,—the reception was one which, 
in cordiality, enthusiasm, and extent, must 
have been very gratifying to him, especially 
in contrast with that which greeted him last 
year. At that time he was made the figure- 
head of a fireman’s pageant, and his recep- 
tion partook very much of the nature of the 
element which firemen handle. It was a 
great day for them, for it is mot often that 
firemen capture a President and have bim 
on exhibition in their processions, but it was 
not a great day gor the President. There 
was nothing at all spontaneous in his greet- 
ing,—very little that could be called enthusi- 
astic, aud very little remembrance of it is 
now cherished except in the engine-houses, 
where the annual parade is always a memor- 
able event, and this special parade is marked 
with a white stone because the President 
took part in it. There was a decided lack of 
popular recognition. Though the respect 
was not wanting which is due to the office, 
it did not at any tame develop into a great 
popular demonstration, or warm up with 
enthusiasm. The President went through 
our streets in a quiet way, and was hardly 
more an object of interest than the fire- 
engines Which followed him. The great 
crowd did not go out of its way to see 
him, nor did it halloo itself hoarse on the 
street-corners, Those who did gather to see 
him were drawn more by curiosity to look 
upon him because he was President than 
because he had done anything to commend 
him to their gratitude, or because his Ad- 
ministration had refleeted any lustre upon 
his party or the country. This was only a 
short year ago, and now he comes here again 
with altogether different surroundin 
Though his call lasted but twelve hours, and 
only two or three hours of that time were 
available for meeting with the people of our 
city, he received not only a eordial but an 
enthusiastic welcome. The Union Veterans 
escorted him to his hotel. The city 
regiments made an imposing display 
in his honor and serenaded him. 
+ Thousands of people greeted him with 
clubs paid their respects to him. The hotel 
called to shake him by the hand and speak a 


party in that section by the corruption of 
the ballot-box, as in South Carolina; by bold 
swindling, as in Louisiana; by brute vio- 
lence and murder, as in Alabama and Missis- 
sippi. It has made the Democratic party 
solid and wiped out the Republican party 
by methods which have never been equaled 
for dishonesty and infamy in the political 
history of this country.

His prompt and de- 
cisive ‘action at once placed him in sympathy 
with the whole Republican party, and the 
handsome reception which was accorded to 
him here, and whieh bas characterized his 
whole journey, not only 
all breaches in the party have been 
closed up, but also that radicals 
and conservatives alike are grateful 
to him for the bold stand he has taken. The 
reception given to Gen. SxzermaN has been 
quite as enthusiastic as that given to the 
President, and fora similar reasor. There 
has never been a time when the people have 
not admired Gen. Sunna as a soldier, or 
failed to appreciate and be grateful for the 
splendid service he performed in the War of 
the Rebellion ; but even his noble record in 
that War has not so closely commended him 


to the people of the North as the patriotic’ 


addresses he has made to his old soldiers, 
and the stalwart letter he has recently writ- 
en declining to attend aso-called reunion of 
Federal and Confederate soidiers at Salisbury, 
N. C., where it was evident he would have to 
play the role of flunkey to the late Confed- 
erate officers and help exalt the right of se- 
cession. Like Mr. Haves’ vetoes, this letter 
has struck a responsive chord all over the 
West. Taking the two together in connec- 
tion with the enthusiasm they have awak- 
ened, the South, if it be not blind, may read 
ihe temper of the Northern people and their 
solemn determination at the next election to 
meet this pernicious and odious doctrine of 
State-rights, which involves the right of se- 
cession and the disruption of the National 
Government, and crush it out. 
GRANT. 

The career of Gen. Grant constitutes a 
brilliant, fascinating chapter in the romance 
of history. From the obscurity of private 
life, an uneventful, prosaic existence in a 
villege in Northern Il inois, he rose, step by 
step, to the proud position of commander of 
all the armies of the Republic, to the Presi- 
dency, and to the Presidency again ; from the 
modest victory of Fort Henry to the grand cli- 
max of Appomattox; from being the recipient 
of the grateful homage of the American people 
io standing in the eye of the world the object 
of the respect and admuration of the peoples 
of all the nationsof the earth. Sprung from 
ihe New England Puritan stock of the seven- 
teenth century, he seems to have inherited 
its sternness of purpose and its indifference to 
flattery,—ite admirable poise. As his tour 
round the world is unprecedented in the an- 
uals of history, so his deportment appears to 
have been unexampled in its freedom 
from the least alloy of vanity. Surprised by 
a magnificent ovation in the harbor of San 
Francisco, he embraces his old classmate and 
fellow-soidier, Gen. McDowez.1, in the pres- 
ence of the eager multitude, with the warmth 
and abandon of a boy. A hundred ovations 
from the rulers and peoples of the Old 
World, siretching from England to Japan, 
seem not to have lifted him a hair’s breadth 
in his own estimation. It is as impossible 
to “turn his head” as it was during the 
Rebellion to turn the flank of one of his 
armies. The attentions showered upon him 
abroad have been gratefully received and 
acknowledged as marks of honor to his coun- 
try, but personally regarded only as 
pleasing incidents of a journey under- 
taken with a purpose,—the purpose of 
seeing the Old World and studying 
mankind, their habits, social customs, 
and political institutions. From this pur- 
pose he was no more to be swerved by the 
blandishments of power than by the dictates 
of a false generosity before Fort Donelson 
in 1862, when, to Gen. Bucknzn’s request 
for a commission to arrange terms of capitu- 
lation, he wrote: No terms other than an 
unconditional and immediate surrender can 
be accepted. I propose to move immediately 
upon your works.” Obatinacy and modesty 
are not often combined in the same char- 
acter. With obstinacy there is usually 
much self-assertion, as in the case of 
Anprew Jackson. It is also true that 
the armor of an obstinate character is 
not infrequently successfully assailed by 
flattery. But Gen. Grant is as im- 
pervious to flattery as he is free from the 
vioe Of gelf-assertion, The career of Gen. 
Grant is scarcely less marvelous and far 
more illustrious than that of Narozzon the 
First. But while with Narol rom it was: “I 
am the Sate, with Gaanr it is: I was a 
a bumble instrument in the hands of the 
people. Naporzon’s confidence in himself 
bordered closely on belief in his own infalli- 
bility. But Grant, in his letter accepting 
the second nomination to the Presidency, 
said humbly: ‘* Experience may guide me

whole sphere of operations hinged. There has 
been no display of great qualities on small occa- 
sions; no expenditure of herculean effort to accom - 
plish objects not of the first maguitude. It is only 
a very clear-sighted and a gery comorehensive mind 
that could always thus have laid the whole empha - 
sis of an indomitable soui so precisely on the em- 
phatic place. 

Grant's series of receptions beyond the 
oceans was the logical result of this excellent 


estimate of his character as developed chiefly | 


in his military career. Let it be admitted 
that Grant's remarkable journey is merely 
evidence of the hero-worship to which man- 
kind is so strongly addicted. Still it 
must be conceded that all the world 
does not unite to crown & man 
a hero without good cause. NaPpotzon ended 
his brilliant career miserably, a prisoner at 
St. Helena, held there by the fears and hates 
of all Europe; Grawr, having enjoyed the 
highest honor the Nation can bestow, returns 
from a triumphal tour around the world, to 
be made the recipient of a welcome as 
hearty, fraternal, and tender as the subdued 
cry of joy with which the father embraces 
his first-born child returning from a long 
absence. In the presence of this grand 
demonstration, this spontaneous outpouring 
of patriotism and affection, partisanship is 
hushed, and the American people, as a unit, 
receive back to their bosom and confidence 
the beloved General who beat back the 
waves of rebellion and saved the Nation.

THE HISTORY OF THE EVENTS LEAD 
ING UP TO THE WAR. 

The third installment of the Diary of a 
Public Man,” as published in the North 
American Review, appears in the current 
number of that magazine, and was given in 
Tae Tx Un yesterday. It is the most in- 
teresting chapter yet published. It includes 
the events of the 3d of March, and the par- 
ticulars of the inauguration of Mr. Linco, 
with the effect produced by his inaugural. 
This Diary has a special interest because it 
unfolds much that took place behind the 
scenes and brings the actors before the 
public divested of their stage clothing. 
Some of these revelations are remarkable, 
and will, in the light of subsequent events 
and of present history, be news to many of 
the present generation. It will be remem- 
bered that during the session immediately 
preceding the inauguration of Mr. Lixcoiy 
there were strong efforts made in both 
Houses of Congress to effect some kind of rn 
agreement that would avert the evidently 
approaching conflict. Parties were singu- 
larly divided. 1. The extreme pro-slavery 
men wanted a dissolution of the 
Union, and the erection of a separate con- 
federacy of the slaveholding States, to which 
in time they expected to attract the Western 
States, 2. The moderate Southern men, a 
few Northern Democrats, and some Repub- 
licans desired a peaceful settlement, prefer- 
ring almost any terms to avoid disunion or 
war. These finally proffered the Carrren- 
pen amendment, 3. A strong Union party 
of both Republicans and Democrats, who 
were for maintaining the Union any way, 
but hopeless of any settlement that 
would satisfy those intent on disunion. 
4. A faction of extreme Northern men 
who were for a peaceful separation of 
the non-slaveholding from the slaveholding 
States, as preferable to war and preferable 
to any compromise with slavery. This 
Diary, which is evidently the work of a Sen- 
ator and a New England man, discloses not 
only the existence of this last party, but 
names Mr. Sumner as its chief. His anxiety 
to be rid of all responsibility for slavery was 
sO intense that he preferred to dissolve 
the Union, to set the aslavehold- 
ing Siates off by themselves, and 
to have a Northern Republic to whick in 
time he probably expected to attach Canada. 
He shrunk from war as much as he did from 
slavery, and he wished the ultra anti-slavery- 
ism of New England to be strongly repre- 
sented iu the Cabinet. He distrusted Sxw- 
arp’s firmness, and was alarmed at the se- 
lection of Camgron, fearing that the con- 
servatism of the Middle Siates would control 
the incoming Administration. He had al- 
ready learned that Mr. Linconn could not be 
controlled by him. His efforts to induce the 
Diarist to go personally to Mr. Linconn and 
denounce Cameron because of his personal 
character are graphically described in the 
paper, and in such terms as leave no doubt 
that Mr. Sumer and his followers were anx- 
ious to have the new Administration refuse 
all efforts at conciliation, and force the slave- 
holding States to go on with the work of 
secession, which had already begun. Som- 
NER wanted no war to preserve the Union; 
he did not want the Union preserved with 
slavery kept in. 

Those were days when history was made 
rapidly. On the very eve of the inaugura- 
tion, the majority of both parties in Con- 
gress did not expect a war. The Secession- 
ists felt confident that they could eventual- 
ly coerce the whole South into their South- 
ern Slaveholding Oonfederacy. They did 
not then believe there would be war. They 
had faith, if not the direct assurance, that 
the Northern Democracy wouid be divided, 
aud that, with the exception of Doveias aud 
a few other leaders, the bulk of the party, 
following Buchanan, Baiout, VALLAN I- 
Guam, Ben Bort, Feananpo Woop, and 
others, would take up the cause of the 
South at the North. They had faith, also, 
that New England, under the lead of Sum- 
wer, would strongly oppose a war, and 
would give its whole weight in favor of a 
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of the people, who would listen to no terms 


that fell short of the absolute supremacy of 


an undivided National Union, 

One of the amusing incidents happening 
at Washington, almost on the eve of battle, 
is related in this Diary. Aman who held 
contracts for carrying the mails on routes 
extending over parts of the Northern and 
Southern States appiied to the Diarist to 
know if Mr. L oO. and Mr. Szwarp would 
permit him to take a contract from President 
Davis for carrying the mails on that part of 
the routes within the Southern Confederacy. 
Even then the certainty and the magnitude 
of the War that was at hand was foreseen 


by few. .

BUTLER ON HIS TRAVELS. 

Gen. Burn has the best regulated ma- 
chine of avy man in the business of politics. 
Even the great and good Roscoz, his only 
competitor in machination, is obliged to stick 
to his wheel and let the pent-up Utica con- 
fine his powers while the mill is running, 
but Bexzamo winds up his machine like an 
eight-day clock and cheerfully goes abroad 
over the Western prairies, among the agri- 
cultural fairs and horse-races, dropping words 
of wisdom on universal suffrage and the 
National currency at Rockford and Milwau- 
kee, and exhibiting in odd moments the very 
choicest specimens of profanity which two 
centuries and a half of civilization in Massa-

Gen. Buruze is a philosopher, in that he 
adapts his means to the end he has in view.

Burt was 
nominated again, with a last year’s re- 
spectable” Democrat for Lieutenant, on a 
platform intended to suit the Socialists. 
Then came the Independent Convention. 
Smamons, ex-Republican Collector of Boston, 
ran that alone. It was made up for the 
benefit of discontented office-seekers and 
Republican soreheads generally. Simons 
himself was kept in office through BuTLzr’s 
influence long after he had lost the confi- 
dence and respect of all the decent people 
who knew anything about him.

He 
is a many-sided man, and each side is trying 
to get to the top, and that makes him roll, 
Ahout twenty years ago he was running for 
Governor of Massachusetts as a Secession 
BreckinrivGe Democrat against a Doveras 
man. About half a dozen years ago he was 
running for the Republican nomination for 
Governor at Springfield against Wasgnunx, 
who gotit and was elected. Before the Re- 
bellion Burier was a Rebel; when the War 
came he saw the butter on the other side of 
his bread, and gallantly led a small army 
down the shore to where, as Gen. Grant 
expressed it, he got ‘‘ bottled up,” with a Con- 
federate commander sitting on the cork. 
After the War he was a tremendous Repub- 
lican, and during the Ethiopian exodus into 
the Houses of Congress, when it was said 
that negroes were cheaper in Washington 
than they had ever been in Richmond, he 
commanded the colored cohorts and had 
their votes for every scheme he chose to put 
his hand to.

Letters express'ng sympathy with the move- 
ment, and generally containing sets of rules 
and suggestions on the same, Were received 
from David Evans. Esq., President of the Penn- 
sylvania Club, of Philadelphia; Herbert Porter, 
of Malden, Mass.; W. Stearns, Secretary City 
Hall Club, of Adrian, Mich.; Dr. L. B. Silver, 
Cleveland; J. W. Hooker, Norwich, Conn. ; 
Floyd Cronsko, Grovesdor Dale. Conn.; Dr. 
Webster, Neehah, Wis.; Dr. Smith, President 
Capital City Club, Washington, D. C.; and A. 
C. Smith, Kochester, Minn. 

The subject of a set of rules Was then consid- 
ered, and, after much wep: it was resolved 
to adopt what are known as Spalding Rules, 
and call them the “Spalding National Club 
Rules.“ The only changes made in the rules 
as they now stand were as follows: 

A lignumvite ball, 8% ioches in diameter, to 
be the regulation ball. 

The arches to be seven inches in the clear, and 
made of iron not over one-half inch in di- 
ameter. 

The arches shall be numbered from one to 
seven, commencing at the starting post, and 
numbered by letters from A to G, commencing 
at the turning stake. 

The grounds shall be smooth, weil od 
and levels and in size not less than forty feet or 
more than sixty feet in width, and noc fess than 
sixty feet or more than 100 feet iu length. 

ese rules are for tight croquet only. A set 
for loose croquet will be drawn up at today's 


meet ug. 5 
Akter the matter of rules had been disposed 
of, Mr. A. G. Spalding presented to the Con- 
vention a handsome and costly msliet, which he 
offered as a prize to be competed for by all 
players under suitable conditions. The Conven- 
tion received the emblem with thanks, and will 
pen ag lor ite possession to take place 
during present week. 

The Convention then adjourned until 10 
o’clock this morning, when rules for loose cro- 
quet will be cousidered. .

It is in the third act, bowever, that the artist 
excels. As he sits writing at the table, when 
Jago first begins to pour the "mixture raox”’ 
iuto his open ear, in McCullough’s.» face, 
and attitude, and volce, the first feint 
shadow of jealousy is skillfully marked, 
and the grief of distress as the tempter pro- 
ceeds is portrayed with minuteness. Through- 
Out the act there is a constant attention to 
every indication in the text of the deeper senti- 
ment than the superficial reader of ti” passion- 
ate dialog observes. At the description of 
jealousy, the look of blank misery, and 
the manly effort of self-poésession with 
which he gathers himself together were 
brilliantly conceived, and they were briiliantly 
executed. And when the plot of Jago bad been 
firmiy fixed in his soul, the polish and the 
veneer of tis Venetian civilization, as some one 
bas expressed it, fell from him, and he stood 
before his audience the semi-barbarian who 
had spent his life on field of 
battle. His grief was not greater than bis 
rage, and, like many exponents of the part, 
he did not dwell upon Jago promptings and 
revelations as part of a horrible dream from 
which be might witb an effort arouse himself. 
When the curtain fell his sway was universally 
acknowledged. There was no mistaking the 
hearty and prolonged apdlause that saluted the 
actor as became forward to bow his thanks. 
The last act was a triumphant display of 
passion, feeling, pathos waich in its intensity 
almost deserved the bighest praise. and the 
beauty of his methods. 

As Miss Emma stockman and as 
Iago Mr. Fred B. Warde rendered fitting sup- 
port for such a performance. Miss Stock- 
man’s elocution is. much better than 
when we last saw her, and she 
plays with a refreshing earnestness which, 
with a keén intelligence and a certain amount 
of dramatic fire, gives us an interoretation in- 
stinct with life. Her answer before the tri- 
bunal, her passages of tenderness, ner grief 
when she finds tne love of her lord bas departed, 
were all fine efforts.

If a man becomes ambitious 
to get into he Board of Aldermen, or to be 
sent to the Legislature, be goes first to Kelly 
and opens his heart to the great chief. 
„% Well, get out into your district,” Kelly 
responds, in his quick, gruff way. Fly 
around, see what you can do, come to 
me two weeks hence and let's hear how 
much of a supporting you have.“ Off goes the 
encouraged candidate on a hunt for support. 
Kelly calls a trusted lientenant, tells him what 
the candidate has said, and starts him off, too, 
to see whether the man has any backing at all. 
A week before the nominating Convention all 
the Tammany candidates are scratching around 
in search of favorable information to 


return to Kelly. At the appointed hour 
the man makes bis report. Kelly simply says 
“You can’t have it; I want John Doe nom 
inated.“ There are uo explauations. The candi- 
date hasn't been treated even courteously by 
the bie chief; but there's nothing to be done 
about it, and away he goes to work for the man 
who bas beaten him. This treatment has made 
Kelly hosts of enemies in Tammany Hall; 
vet not one of them has dared to admit 
it above a whisper. Kelly is boss; Kelly has 
all the influential men of the organization 
at his back. Kelly must be obeyed. The least 
kick in the traces results in expulsion of the re- 
fractory member. It has been tried now and 
then; it always fails. Kelly is not a coaxer or 
sly schemer. What he has to say he 1 out 
in thunderboits. it is: I want so so;”’ 
„1 must have this:“ 1 must have that.“ 
There would have been rerolt in Tammany 
months ago had the opposition been possessed 
of a mau of enough brains to lead them, but 
the men of influence were all on Kelly’s side. 
It cannot bé learued that more than two or three 
men had anything to do with the action of last 
week in bolting the Syracuse Convention. No- 
body, even among the. leaders of the party, 
were consulted. By the score they acknowledge 
this when pressed. The first some of them 
knew of the intended action was a month ago, 
when the Lvening Kelly’s organ, au- 
nounced that Tammany would not vote for 
Lucius Robinson in the event of his renomina- 
tion. The Star, Kelly’s morning organ, re- 
peated the threat. Nobody in Tammany knew 
what it meant; they did know that it came from 
headquarters. A week before the Con- 
vention Kelly called the Committee on Orgapiza- 
tion together and said: Tammany will not vote 
for Lucius Robinson if he is renominated for 
Governor.“ He wrote it out as a resolution and 
called fora vote. Every member voted ſn favor 
of it. What else could they dof If one nad 
opposed he would have been expelled. Next 
night Kelly called the Tammany General Com- 
mittee together. This body is made up of the 
Chairmen of the Tammapy District Com- 
mittees, of which there is one in every 
election district, and several hundreds 
in all. Kelly said: 1 want each man 
to rise in his place and pledge thatin the event 
of Lucius Robinson's renomination he will vote 
against nim, and to pledge that his district will 
vote against him.“ Every mau did as he was 
bid, aud no one dared to question Kellw's right 
to make the demand. Then Kelly ordered that 
every delegate, on being elected to go to Syra- 
cuse, should pledge himself to walk out of the 
Convention if it decame piaic that Robinsen 
was to be the candidate, and this was done, and 
also, by his order, the delegation met on the 
eve of going to Syracuse and repeated the 
pledge. All this without dissent from any one, 
although no one had been consulted. How well 
they obeved is political history. 

Now that it is done, Tammany holds fast. 
Of the 60,000 persons who voted with this 
orgavization last fall a nbalf-dozen have re- 
signed. Very little is said by others save 
that they will stand by the bolt. Were the 
election to be held to-morrow, Kelly would, 
most experienced politicans say, poll 50,000 
votes in this city alone, for Tammany would 
sustain bim to a man. But the same experi- 
enced men say that a rod is in pickle for Mr. 
Kelly, aud this is the way they demonstrate the 
truth of the prediction. ‘there is always a 
scramble for local offices in Tammany Hall. Cau- 
didates by the score turn up from every election 
district. It has always devolved upon Kelly to 
nume the man who is to run. As outlined above 
the nineteen defeated ones have retired iu silent 
acquiescence, smarting under Kelly’s gruff dis- 
missals and almost insulting words, Hereto- 
fore there bas been no appeal. This year all 
who have grievances have a pretext to revolt. 
It is when the local nominations come to be 
made that the test of the bolt will be had. 
‘The list is long. ‘There are to be nominated 
a Sheriff, County Clerk, three Coroners, a 
Judge of Common Pleas, two Judges of the 
Marine Court, a District Judge, seven State 
Senators, twenty-four Assemblymen. and twen- 
ty-two Aldermen,—in all sixty-two candidates, 
all of whom have more or less patronage at 
their disposal aud a rabbie of friends at their 
back. For every successful candidate there wül 
bea large number of unsuccessful ones, who 
have their local followmg, and who this year 
ha ve good cause for bolting Mr. Kelly's ticket. 

lo add to the complications, the Sheriff, 
County Clerk, and Coroners are to be voted for 
ou election-day upon the same ticket with the 
Governor, and as John Kelly’s name will lead 
the ticket, and there is no hope whatever ot his 
election, it will be about the same as sure de- 
teat for the men who accept these offices. This 
will tend to embarrass Kelly greatiy, if ne per- 
sists in running. The candidates for. these 
places ate assessed not less than $12,000 apiece 
for election expenses, and defeat stares them in 
the face this year. 

The predictions of the best ſuformed are, 
that Kelly will be utterly demoralized before 
election-day arrives. It is counted on by the 
Robinson men that there will be a grand break- 
up after the local nominations are made. For 
the offices other than Sheriff, County Clerk, 
and Coroner, there will be hundreds of disap- 
pointed candidates, who will carry their follow- 
ing over to the Robinson men, and in many 
cases will be rewarded with the very vnomina- 
tions they sought in Tammany as price tor their 
desertion.

MOST HORRIBLE.

JANESVILLE, Wis., Sept. 23.—One of the most 
brutal murders in the history of Wisconsin was 
committed at about 7 o’clock this morning on 
the farm of Alexander White, in the Town of 
Porter, Rock County, about thirteen: miles 
northwest Of bere. As soon as the news 
reached this city your correspondent hastened 


„to the scene, and learned the following par- 
tieulars: 


Alexander’ White, a well-to-do farm- 
er, left home to purchase tobacco, near Stouch- 
ton, this morning, leaying bis wife, two 
children, and a hired girl at home, with no 
other person about the place except George 
Barringarten, a German farm-hand, about 
17 years of age, who was to plow to-day. Little 
„Sandy“ White, a lad of 5 years, sou of Alex- 
ander White, went ouf to the barn with George, 
and soon came running home to show his 
mamma a little whip which George had made 
for him, and to get permission to go out into 
the fleld with George; but his mother told 
George not to take Sandy“ with him, as he 
had been sick all nigbt. The little fellow went 
back to the barn, while George was 
hitching up, and was not seen again. 
His mother missed him, and called 
loudly for him.. with no response. She went to 
the barn and found one horse harnessed and the 
other gone. She alarmed the neighbors and a 
general search was instituted, and not until 1 
o’clock was the mystery explained, when the 
body of little Sandy was found in the large 
‘sheep-barn, by a neighbor, under a low manger, 

ith his throat cut from ear to ear, nearly sev- 
ering the head from the bedy, and disembowled 
completely. His arms were tied behind him and 
feet tied together. A rope was hanging from 
the rafter of the sbed where he had 
evidently hung, and, not dying quick enough, 
was cut down with a sharp knife, leaving traces 
of blood on the end of the rope, and then fin- 
ished with the kuife. Phe little fellow’s hat and 
whip were in the manger, and the piece of rope 
was around his neck. Barringarten had fled on 
horse-back, and was seen three miles away, and 
again on Wheeler’s prairie, riding swiftly in the 
direction of his home at Fort Atkinson. The 
officers are in hot pursuit, and the whole 
neighborhood is up in arms, and, 
bo fore another day, the murderer 
will undoubtedly be captured. Dr. H.

CRIME IN KENTUCKY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CuvsctnnatTi O., Sept. 23.—An interesting 
compilation of statistics bearing upon the 
killing mania in Kentucky will be published to- 
morrow. It represents thorough ſuvestigations 
among the records of twenty counties taken at 
randow through the State. The work occupied 
a special correspondent three months. The 
figures are entirely accurate. The aim was to 
ascertain how many murderous assaults had 
been committed in each county in a given num- 
ber of years, and what legal punishment, if any, 
was the result. In twenty counties the records 
of indictments aloné show 717 homicides in 
an average period of five years, au average of 36 
to each county. Against ail this there is the 
offset on the side of the law’s vindication of 
but one capital punishment, and three life terms 
in the Penitentiary. About a dozen convicted 
murderers received sentences of from three to 
five years in jail or vrison. In a few cases, 
where the offending party was a negro, summa- 
ry justice was meted out with the rope, without 
waiting for the processes of law. These sta- 
tistics do not by any means cover all the crimes 
of murder and malicious shooting and stabbing 
in the twenty counties, as they are confined 
to the court records, and very many 


criminals have never been brought before the 
Courts. The period covered in no case runs 
back to the unsettied times of the War, so that 
the figures give an actual exhibit of the present 
status of crime in Kentucky. Ine same ratio 
carried throughout the State would sbow 3,668 
shot and stabbed in personal encounters in five 


ears, 
. In Breatbitt County 800 persons, out of a 
voting population of 1,300, are under indictment 
forcrime. In Clay County, 530 out of 1,600; 
in Jackson, 154 out of 799. 

Ten counties witn a voting population of 
11,564 have 2,846 persons under indictment at a 
single term,—over ¢ per cent. But two men 
have been hung by Yaw in Kentucky iu ten years.

THE TARIFF. 


A Banquet to the Hon, Fernando Wood in 
Paris—His Views on the Tariff and Laws 
Regalating Commercial Trading. 

Special to New York Ieraid. 

Paris, Sept. 23.—A grand banquet was given 
to-nicht to the Hon. Fernando Wood, at the 
Continental Hotel, by the Committee for pro- 
moting a commercial treaty between France and 
America. Comte Foucher de Careil presided. 
The President proposed Mr. Wood's health, and 
recounted his services. Mr. Wood, replying 
to the toast, said that his visit to Europe 
had been purely informal, and that he was as 
much surprised as he was gratified by 
this apparently public demonstration. As 
for the extension of trade between Frafce 
and the United St@es, he was, of course, fa- 
vorable, so long as it was upon a just 
basis, and was equable to either coun- 
try. Personally be had always advocated 
in Congress commercial treaties between the 
United States and otber countries, and had 
aided in making several such treaties, and, con- 
sequently, he favored one with France. He 
thought that the present advanced state of civ- 
ilization demanded reform among the nations 
of the world in their tariff policies. The 
wonderful strides made in arts and sciences, 
in education, religious and political liberties, had 
not been closely foliowea by the Governments 
in laws regulating commercial and trading in- 
tercourse. He desired, if it were possible, that 
an international convention shouid be sum- 
moned to accomplish the necessary advance in 
this direction. Mr. Wood complimented France 
on the progressive spirit of her pew regime, 
and concluded by proposing the health of 
President Grevy, which was drank with en- 
thusiasm.

BAILEY’S SHORTAGE. 


Gen. Mosby’s Charge of Defalcation Inves- 
tigated and Reported True—Balley, the 
Hong Kong Consul, Shown Up—Something 
for Secretary Evarts to Explain. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept, 23.—A Los Au- 
geles dispatch says: G. Wiley Wels, of this 
city, is in receipt of a letter from Col. Mosby, 
Consul at Hong Kong, by the last China steam- 
er, which will be published in the Journa/ to- 
morrow. It is to the effect that before the name 
of Bailey, late Consul at Hong Kong, was 
sent to the Senate for confirmation as 
Consul-General at Shanghai, the Secre- 
tary of State was in possession of 
Consul Mosby’s dispatch charging Bailey with 
being a defaulter to the Government to the 
amount of $30,000 or $40,000, with a record of 
evidence sustaining the charge; that not until 
after Bailey’s confirmation, and Mosby’s dis- 
patch had in ** been published in a Washing- 
ton paper, did the Secretary ol State take notice 
of the charges. The Department then sent 
Gen. Stahl. Consul at Hiogo, Japan, and a 
friend of Seward and Bailey, to iovestigate 
the truth of the charges made by 
Mosby. Gen. Stabl sought to have Bailey 
expfain the charges. Stahl has concluded his 
investigations, and has been obliged to report 
to the Department that the charges of Baiiey’s 
embezzlement from the Government while 
Consul at Hong Kong, as made by Mosby, are 
true; also that Seward’s private secretary, Hol- 
comb, has written letters to various officials in 
China denouncing Mosby; also that Seward is 
using his influence to shield Bailey and prevent 
investigation. There is also evidence showing 
that Bailey was placed at Shanghai to cover 
Seward’s track.

Lonpon, Sept. 11.—from all one can at pres- 
ent leuten (and 1 have seen the dispatches at the 
Incian Office), the Embassy, which had been

CHINESE PROVERBS. 


Peculiar Forms of Expression—Their Wit, 
Ete. 

How or whence a proverb bas originated is in 
most cases a matter of doubt. Some few per- 
haps are choice morsels culled from the writings 
of noted autbors; others are adaptations from 
the literature of ancient nations, and notably 
from that of the Hebrews; but in most cases 
they can be safely included under the beading 
“old sayings.” This is the case with English 

roverbs; but it is more especially so with the 
20,000 or 25,000 wulch form the principal adorn- 
ments of Chinese conversation. Mr. Scarbor- 
ough has devoted considerable time and trouble 
to making a methodical collection of the wise or 
witty sayings of the Celestials, and has pro- 
duced a book—* Chinese Proverbs“ (Trubner & 
Co., London)—which will repay perusal, firstly, 
on account of the amusement which may be ex- 
tracted from its pages, and, secondly, because it 
serves to illustrate the morals, customs, 
habits of those peculiar people. 

Chinese proverbs are not without wit, al- 
though they do not always incline to brevity. 
in fact, some of them may be . entitled 
„short moral stories,“ in which the Chinese ex- 
cel; although, as the author of the work above 
referred to remarks, their conduct is not by 1 
means in accordance with their preaching. II- 
lustrative of their eageruess for obtaining a bar- 
uin, we quote the following generally accepted 
maxims: ‘Calculate what vou can sell before 
you buy.” “If vou'd not be cheated, ask the 
price at three shops.“ And again: “‘When one 
cheats ug to heaven in the price he asks, you 
come down to earth in the price vou offer.” A 
slow trade is described by the phrase. To sell 
a couple oł eucumbers in three days.” Whilst 
the good old maxim, There is no frienaship in 
business,” is rendered by the Celestia’s in some- 
what uncouth phraseology: ‘Relations or no 
relations, my turnips are three hundred cash per 
picul.”” The excellent results following from 
the united action of partners in business are 
shown by the couplet: 

. two partners have one mind, 
y is into gold refined.” 

Many of the Chinese proverbs have their 
counterparts in Kuglisu, the difference of ex- 
pression, however, being in many cases charac- 
teristic. Thus, Throw a sprat to catch 4 
whale,” is rendered. Throw a brick to allure a 
gem.“ Not to cry stinking flsh.“ is rendered 
in Chinese, The melon-seller declares bis mel- 
Take care of the pence, aud the 
pounds will take care of themselves,“ becomes 
**Countecasi as though they were gold cash 
being a coin of the smallest denomination. 
Again, “A rolling stone gathers no moss 18 
travsiated, „Ihe swallow plastering its nest is 
labor lost,’’—this being a very bappy allusion 
to the migratory habits of that bird. 
“Preparing is preventing,’’ an old English ex- 
pression, bas its counterpart in, Get the coffin 
ready, and the man won't die“; whilst “Too 
many cooks will spoil the broth,’ is rendered 
by the curious expression, Seven hands and 
eight feet.“ There isa black sheep in every 
lock,“ becomes, Crows are black all the worid 
over.“ And the oft-quoted saying of ** tee 
Peter to pay Paul assumes the form, To pul 
down the western to repair the eastern.“ 

A great number of proverbs amongst the 
Chinese are noticeable chiefly for their liar 
forms of expression. or the aingularity of the fie- 
urative language used. To lend toa spendtnrift 
is to pelt a dog with meat dumplings.” Au 
impracticable task is described as K’ua Fa’s 
race after the sun’s shadow.“ or, in derision of 
ite inutility, as a blind man going up a mount- 
ain to view the scenery.“ 

Many allusions are made in Chinese proverbs 
to the decrees of Fate, and the bulk of the peo- 
ple are firm believers that nothing follows 
man’s calculations, but that his whole life is ar- 
ranged by Fate.“ The opposite belief, however, 
finds expression in the following curious sen- 
tenoe, which in sentiment is much more healthy: 
„% The more i study, the more I miss the mark: 
what have I to do with Fate? The more I miss 
the mark, the more Lstudy: what bas Fate to 
do with me?’—a peculMr arrangement of 
an antithetical sentence, and containing 
much food for thought. A man without 
the necessary information is “a blind 
man on a Diind horse coming at midnight to a 
deep ditch ’’; whilst the following is a little gem 
in the way of carious expression. Speaking of 
the scarcity of good men, the Chinese say, 
** There are two good men; one of them is dead, 
the other unbdorn.”” A man with an extreme ab- 
sence of mind is said to seek the ass be is rid- 
ing bu; or, still more frequeatly, his bundle, 
hie umbrella. and himself are represented as 
three individualities, and he is made to say, 
Here's my bundle, bere’s my umbrella, but 
where am 1 Umbrellas, by-the-by, are im- 
portant possessions among the Chivese, and the 
allusion to the same ip the following curious 
verse will be readily appreciated; moreover, the 
moral conveyed is extremely good: 

He hoards to-day; he hoards to-morrow; 
nothing else but hoard; - 

At length he has enough a new umbrella to afford; 

Web all at one he is sssailed—a wind arises quick. 

And both his hands grasp nothing puta new um- 
brella-stick. 

Servants seem almost as much trouble among 
the Celestials as amoug the English. A very 
independent domestic tells his master bluntly, 
‘*There are temples elsewhere than on Mount 
NI“; whilst on the otner hand the employer 
gives vent to his spleen in the following curious 
if not complimentary saying: Oue man will 
carry two buckets of water for his own use; two 
will carry one for their joint use; but three will 
carry none for any s use.” “A lean dog 
shames bis master,“ is the reproof pffered to a 
mean emplover by his servant. 

So far our attention bas been given to those 
proverbs which illustrate the ordinary manners 
and babits of the great people that inhabit the 
eastern portion of Asia, and that without orais- 
ing or condemning the sentiments expressed. 
No person can, however, fail to appreciate the 
beauty of many of the moral sayings iu use 
among the Chinese, and which they are in the 
babit of displaying fin their places of amuse- 
ment upon high dars and holidays, after the 
manner of the conductors of our Sundar-schools. 
They illustrate forciol J the high tone of morality 
taught by the ola philosophers, as wel! as the

THE COMMISSIONER OF PENSIONS—A NEW 

SYSTEM TO BE PROPOSED TO CUNGRESS— 

CLAIMS ARISING UNDER THE AKREARS 

ACT. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasumeron, D. C., Sept. 23.—The Hon. J. 
A. Bentley, of Wisconsin, Commiscioner of 
Pensions, is one of the most efficient officers in 
the Government service. His administration 
bas been marked by very many improvements 
in the service, not che least of which is an in- 
crease in the working efficiency of the office and 
& decrease in the percentage of expenditures. 
This is made clear by a singic statement of fact. 
Notwitastanding the salary-fund fer the year 
1876 exceeded that for the year 1877 by $33,550, 
and that for the year 1878 by $35,500, the work 
of 1877 exceeded that of 1876 by 24 per cent, 
and the work of 1878 excecded that of 1876 by 
50 percent. The average cost of settling the 
claims in the thres years named fell from $17.11 
in 1876 to $12.81 in 1877, avd to $10.15 in 1878. 
The work of 1877, periormed at the average 
cost of 1876, would have required an expendi- 
ture in salaries of $595, 150,—$149,500 more than 
Was actually expended, whe the work of 1878, 
at the same average cost, would have required 
the expenditure in saiaries of 878, 802, —being 
$304,372 in excess of the actual expenditure; 
adding which sum to $35,800, the excess of the 
salary-appropriation for 1870 over that for 1878, 
We have a clear saving/to the Goverument, on 
account of the increased efficiency of the cierical 
force, for tile year 1578 uvyer the year 1876, of 
$840,172. 

‘The same is true in like degree of the ex- 
penditures of the fiscal year just ended. The 
Offive-force is at a high pomt of efliciency, and 
is performing double the work done by the 
same iorce four years ago. Since the passage of 
the Arrears-of-Pension act, 50,000 rejected 
claims have been considered. The number of 
settled claims is now 180,000! The number 
ef claims received last week is 2,500, which is 
double the number that the office can dispose 
Gf under the present system. The daily mail 
BOW averages 2,200 letters, while 1,200 letters 
are daily dispatcved from the Bureau. ine

Meausmle the surgeon will take from 
tue claimant, if an invalid, a iuil detailed his- 
tory of the incurrence of the disability for 
which he claims a pension, and its history and 
development, to which the claimant will sub- 
scribe and make oath; and yelso examine the 
ciatment to determine his physical condition, as 
well as the nature, degree, and probable cause 
of the disability ound. 

“Tf any of the claimant's witaesses cannot 
attend with him, they may appear at ano her 
more convenient time and place ip he district, 
at Which the Commission will afterwards be in 
attendance. If a witness resides at a distance 
in ano mer district, the ciaimant will furnish to 
the Commission his name aud tue point uvoca 
which he ts expected tu testify; and be may at- 
tend at bis convenience before the Commission 
in the district in which beresides, and at Com- 


mission witl forward nis testimony to we first 
Commission; and, when the claimantsball have 


thus gathered all tur tesumony be desires, he 
whole will be forwarded to the Peasion Office, 


where the case will be settled. Provision should 


be made so that testimony not conventently ob- 
tainaoie dy this process may be taken in such 
mauuer as the Commissioner of Pensions shall 
direct. 

“i bese proceedings are simple, and the claim- 

ant in most cases would be able to produce ine 
testimony in support of his cle without. the 
aid of an attorney. The Commission would 
usually aitend at each county-seat at least once 
ju each year, and in most cases once every six 
moutas, and would be able uauaily to take the 
testimony in five or more cases ber day. 
_ “Lhe plan would operate upon the old pend- 
ing claims as follows: ler would be subject- 
ed to a very careful examinawon by an expert 
exammer, and a letter and notice prepared as iu 
a Dew ciaim, specif¥ing one or more points up- 
on which ibe witvesses would be required to ap- 
pear in person betore the Commission, but put- 
ting the Ciaimeant te no neediess trouble in re- 
establishing well-proven points in ois claim. 

Ine expenses of adjusiing claims under this 
plan will not exceed the present annual expead- 
itures for the same purpose, and after tie ex- 
pigation of three or four years, within whica 


period the accumutated claims will have been 


disposed of and the business of the Bureau 
brought up to date, will be very much less thao 
the present expenditure. : 

Ihe pudlicity of the proceedings, added to 
the scrutiny given the casé by the surveon and 
clerk, would, ian my judgment, be suilicient pro- 
tection to we Government against irauduient 
and unmeritorious claims.

SOME CLAIMS UNDER THE PENSION-ARREARS 
; : ACT. 

Very sod after the passage of the Arrears-of- 
Pensions bill a class of cases arose under it 
which involvea points ia law and equity that 
had never before arisen. Ihe follow.og is a 


typical case: A solder whose peusion-claim was 


not filed ig the Pension Oilice until more than 
five years had elapsed from the date uf bis dis- 
cnarge died while the case was still pending, 
and while the proof was still incomplete to es- 
tablishit. Aiter the Arrears act passed. this 
soidier’s widow compicted the proof which 
would pave established ber husband's claim if 
he had been stili alive, and sought to re ceive the 
full arrears of pensions. Under the law as it 
stood at the time of his death, no pen- 
sion had accrued, and none was dus. 
The widow was, therefore, entitied at 
best only to a widow's pension, dating 
from the passage of the claim. Two or three 
cases were decided adversely by the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions; but. an further considera- 
tion, al.wough a sirict legal construction of the 
Arrears act seemed to sustain this view of the 
case, be thought that the spirit of Liat act might 
warrant a more liberal interpretation, and re- 
ferred the matter to the Secretary of the lute- 
rior, oy whom it was decided tavurabiy to me 
wishes of the claimant, and the widow received 
her full arrearages of peosions. This decision 
will, perhaps, involve an expenditure of between 
$100,000 and $500,090, 

A case similar in some respects, but much 
more important,—involvipg, as it probably does, 
some millions of exvenditure,—is pow pend ng 
belore the Secretary of we Interior, upon an 
avveal from a decision of the Commissioner of 
Pensions. The widow of a soldier who died be- 
fore the passage Of the Arrears act applied for, 
aud secured, a widow’s pension. She bas since 
filed a claim for ber nusbnd's pension from ine 
date of his discharge until his death. ‘Lhe lan- 
guage of the .act under which the claim is 
brought is as foliows: 

* sec, 2. All pensions which. heve deen, or 
whic may hereai®er be, granted in consequence 
oi death eccurriug from a cause whicb origivat- 
ed in the service since the ich day of March, 
1861, or in consequence of wounds or injuries 
received, or disease contracted, since that date, 
shall commence trom the death or discharge of 
the person op whose account me claim bas been 
or is herealter granted, if che disability occurred 
prior te discharge; and, if sucn disability oc- 
curred after ihe discharge, then from the date 
of actual disability, or from the termination of 
the rigat of party having prior title to such 
pension.”’ 

This case ie a type of thousands which have 
been or will be presented; and, if it is dec.ded 
favorably to the wishes oi the claimant, au M- 
ditional apuropriation for peusiou-arrears WII 
become necessary.

THE TABLES TURNED. 

George Hazzard, the Auburn (Ind.) banker 
who created so much of a sensation about a 
year ago, has turned up in a new role. This 
time he is the prosecutor instead of the prose- 


cuted. The readers of Tue Tripone will re- 


member that Hazzard was stopped in this city 
on his way West, and brought back to Indiana. 
It was alleged at the time that he was running 
away for the purpose of defrauding nis credit- 
ors, aud that be bad taken with bim the funds 
of the bank of which he bad been President. 
There was much legal fighting io the case, in 
which was mixed uo a tin-box, said to have con- 
tained valuable papers, which was replevioed at 
the time through Mr. Trude. George ilazzard 
tried Kern’s fare in the Cook County Jail, found 
it cheap aud uopleasant, and, finally, was ro- 
leased, and leit. 

He bas opened a new score in the 
account. This city was invaded a few 
days ago dy a Hoosier excursion. It 
consisted of farmers, miercbants, bank- 
ers, and business mea generalle, who were bent 
uvoun hav ug a good time. Among nem was 
Nicholas Ensley, an Auburn, iud., banker, who 
at ove time was Treasurer of DeKaiv County. 
Eusley das the mau woo bad been insirumenial 
in putting Hazzard through the legal mill; and 
the latter, when he heard that Eosley was in 
town, at oute appeared before Justice H. B. 
Brayton, and there swore that EvSley kidnaped 
bim, and forcibly bad him taken to the land of 
Housiers, without just cause or provocation.

Dr. Sawyer's method made ail the dealers 
out thieves. All the evidence showed that they 
furnisbed good milk. j 
Mr. Trude dwelt upon the law and the fac 
claiming that the lactometer and creamometer 
used by Dr. Sawver were wortbiess and had been 
discarded by scientific men as ‘‘ungafe, unreli- 
able, ani dangerous.“ He didn’t believe the 
Doctor could tell when milk was watered. The 
prosecution sprang not from any complaint of 


customers, but from Sawyer, who was vain and 


ambitious, setting up bis opinion against that 
of men recognized as scientific. He was not 
sustained by a single authority. 

Col. Cameron, for the prosecution, said the 
parties were charged with vending impure milk, 
aud he claimed that the defendanis had all been 
brought within the ordinance. All the authori- 
ties agreed with Sawyer, in essentials. The 
experts called by the defense did not. How 
did they account for the finding of one s«mple 
of good milk in twenty and seten samples in 
twenty-four? If Sawyér’s method was wortb- 
less, how could be find the good milk! It wasn’t 
necessary to prove that the defendants knew the 
milk to be impure. The law required them to 
know what they sold. As to there being no one 
behind the prosecution, there were 100,000 in- 
fants. The community were fed with bad milk, 
and these people would own it ii they were not 
paid experts or dealers. Col. Cameron then 
cited authorities to show that the creamometer 
nad not been discarded. 


THE JUSTICE 


reviewed the evidence ana authorities briefly, 
saying he had come to the conclusion that the 
creamomeéter teat—the one applied by Dr. Saw- 
yer—wWas not a correct one to determine whether 
it was pure or not so far as the addition of water 
was concerned within certain limits.

WHEAT. 
RESULTS OF YESTERDAY;S ADVANCE. 
The disturbances upon the Board of Trade in 
the wheat, corn, and markets have 
caused difficulty in the firms of Messers. B. Fow- 


tinent are even approximately correct, the to- 
tal wheat production of the world will fall very 
considerably short of the usual average con- 
sumption, and to one acquainted with the mag- 


portations of the past six weeks will create no 
surprise. ssa 

In consequence of the unusually disastrous 
outturn in Bulgaria and Hungary, the export of 
grain has been stooped by Court decree. The 
estimates of deficiency to the Russian crop is 38 
per cent on a crop of about 325,000,000 
of bushels,—shortage§ equal to more 
bushels than was ever exported from that couu- 
try. In Southern Italy, 8 „ and Portugal 
the wheat harvest was pearly a total failure. 
The French deficiency is reported as fully equal 
to, if not greater than, last year. The German 
provinces show variable returns as to wheat, a 
full average in some, but large deficiencies. in 
others; while the rye crop, of which the con- 
sumption is much larger than wheat, and equals 
about 240,000,000 bushels, is 25 der cent. below 
the usual result,—a very important item if the 
deficiencf is to be made up with (or even par- 
tially so, of) wheat imports. H. Kains Jackson 
estimates the shortage for the British Islands 
to be full 17,000,000 quarters, or the 
enormous amount of 135,000,000¢ bushels; 
and not only is the wh deficient, but 
the bariey oat crops are largely below 
an average, and last, but of still greater im 
portance in food statistics, the potato crop is 
also wofully below an average yield, equal to 
75,000,000 bushels shortage, which shortage 
must be supplied mainly by increased imports 
ot wheat. i-herefore make the following new 
estimate of European requirements of wheat ac- 
cording to last advices (some official and others 
approximate), as follows:

plus of other countries than the United States, 
which result itis simply impossible to obtain. 
Russia, from her most favorable crop of wheat, 
exports somethjng over 70,000. 000 bushels, and, 
should the sbortage on this year’s crop be only 
20 ver cent, instead of 28 per cent, as estimated, 
her surplus for exvort will be simply oil; but, 
allowing the damage to be overestimated, and 
that Russia can furnish, say, 20,000,000 bushels, 
the following figures result after making twe 
largest approximate estimate for supplies from 
the remaipvder of the wheat-prodacing gountries 
of the globe than the United States My esti- 
mate is as follows:

I see that one of your correspond- 
ents says that rain extended west with settlers; 
my observation is this has been all in bisd4magina- 
tion. I have been in the stock business r the 
last twenty years, and I have never seen ter- 
ritory fit for sure crop-raising west of thel00th 
meridian. For good crop-raising I recommend 
Northwestern N (O’Brien, Osceola, Clay, 
and the county Westof Clay County), where 
land can be got from $2.50 to $5 per acre. I 
‘speak of these four counties which I was through 
in the last two weeks, where blue jean grass was 
growing on an average four feet high, and if 
that ain’t the place to raise stock I do not know 
where it is. 

Speaking about cattle in winter time, 1 saw 
last year on the Arkansas hundreds of cattle 
frozen to death. Their mouths were frozen 
White, so they could not eat, and 1 saw 
hundreds in the same state on the Platte; and I 
therefore pronounce Iowa as one of the best 
stock-raising countries iu the world, for the rea- 
sou that we have plenty of hay and plenty of 

rain without fall, and not too cold winters. I, 

or myself, bave not a dollar’s worth of interest 
in Northwestern lowa,—have been only dealing 
in stock,—but would recommend that country 
to all who want a home and are poor, because 
1 are cheap and the country is as healthy as 

any i ever saw. 
though Northwestern Iowa is destitute of 
timber, coal can be got for $3.50 per ton and 
lumber for $14 per thousand, which sells in Red 
Cloud, Neb., at $60 per thousand. The market 
is just as good asin any part of Western Iowa.

Is It Legal to Support High Schools by 
Taxation?«<Parentse May Order the 
Branches for Their Children to Study. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
BLoominertou, III., Sept. 22.— The State Con- 
stitution of 1870 says: The General Assembly 
shall provide a thorough and efficient system of 
free schools, whereby all children of this State 
may receive a good common-school education.“ 
From this section of the Constitution it is 
obligatory upon the General Assembly to pro- 
vide schools so that @ common-school education 
may be obtained. And it might be inferred that 
the General Assembly can do more than this; 
it has in providing for the establishment of 
township higu schools. So it might be claimed 
that chartered city schools may teach the 
higher branches. But there is no interpreta- 
tion that can be made of this section of our 
Constitution that will give high schools 
to school districts not uoder a charter vor under 
a towoship. high-school system. Drawing our 
conclusions from sister States, this matter 
should be left wholly with the Legislature. This 
is what the Supreme Court of Missouri has 
decided. So in Ohio; Board of Education of 
Cincinnati vs. Minor, 23 Ohio State, 211, which 
says: The Legislature having placed the man- 
agement of schools under the exclusive control 
of Directors, Trustees, and Boards of Education. 
the Courts bave no rightful authority to inter- 


fere by directing what instruction shall be 
giren, or what books shall be read therein.“ 

But in Milinois we must take the decisions of 
our Supreme Court, which do not correspond 
with other States. In Rulison et al. vs. Post, 
79 III., 571, we have: 


The question here presented is, whether the 
power has been granted the Directors to compe! 
scholars to study other and higher branches 
than those enumerated in the law. It is abvious 
to the minds of all that the General Assembly did 
not intend to clothe Schoo! Directors with power to 
erect and mainiain seminaries, academies, colleges, 
or universities, and compel the teaching of the 
regular course of studies usually adopted by those 
bodies. The attempt to exercise such a power 
would be futile. It would bankrupt the people, 
fail to impart the education designed to be con- 
ferred by such institutions,’and would not, it is 
believed, materially elevate the standard of eduéa- 
tion among the great of the people, as only 
a small number have united the capacy and u- 
clipation to acquire such a liberal education. 
We resume no one would contend that the per- 
mission te teach other higher branches could be 
tortured into the meaning that it embraces the 
couree pursued in such institutions. We regard 
this as true, beyond ali dispute. There is, then, 
a limit to the power to have other and higher 
branches taught ip our common schools. 

Nor can we hold that this license to have other 
and higher branches taught empowers Directors to 
establish and maintain high schools, as they are 
denominated. If the proviso in the nineteenth 
section referred fo conferred such power, why 
create such schools by special enactmenis, which 
are found in age numbers in our statutes? It 
such powers were intended to be conferred by the 
General School law, the General Assembly would 
not have so repeatedly, by epecial enactment, con- 
ferred powers already possessed by School Direct- 
ors. This ie an interpretation given by the Gen- 
eral Assembly that is entitied to much weight in 
ascertaining the Legislature's intention in framing 
our common-school system. 

Under this decision it seems bigh schools can- 
not be maintained by taxation. This decision 
says there are special enactments by which high 
schools, etc., are to be established and main- 
tained. The whole tenor of the decision (only 
part of the decision being copied here) goes to 
show that high-schoole should not be supported 
by taxation, either under a charter or otherwise. 
If this decision is any eriterion, then there is no 
question as to the illegality of supporting high- 
schools by general taxation, This decision was 
rendered in 1875. This decision further says: | 

We are, therefore, clearly of the opinion that 
the General Assembly has invested School Di- 
rectors with the power to compel the teaching of 
other and higher branches than those enumerated, 
to those willing to receive instruction therein, but 
has left it purely optional with parents and guard- 
jans whether the children under their charge shall 
study such oranches, 

In Trustees of Schools ys. Van Allen, III.: 

Suit brought by a father against the Trustees of 
a school for not admitting his son, unless he stood 
examination in all the studies in the prescribed 
course of the lower grades, including grammar, 
which study, at the father's request, the son bad 
not pursued. Held that, if the study of gram- 
mar had no connection with the studies which he 
wished to pursue, it could make no possible differ- 
ence to the pupils, or those in charge, whether the 
applicant did or did not understand that study; 
that a father might have satisfactory reasons for 
wishing his son perfected in certain branches of 
education, to the entire exclusion of others, and, 
80 long as in so doing none others are affected, it 
could be of no concern to those having the public 
schools in charge; that the requirement of a 
knowledge of grammar is indispensable to admis- 
sion to the high school is, under the circum- 
stances, unreasonaple, and should, therefore, be 
disregarded. 

In this connection, also, it may be said that 
pupNs cannot, legally, be expelled for half-days’ 
absences and tardinesses. 

In Rulison vs. Past, 79 III., 567, it is decided: 
“School Directors bave no power to expel 
a scholar for any reason except disobedient. re- 
fractory, or incorrigibly bad conduct, and only 
for these after all other means have failed.“ 

It would seem from this that it is not legal to 
support high schools by taxation. But this 
statement, borne out by Supreme Court decisions, 
will meet great opposition. Every pedagog 
with a second-grade certificate will mount his 
rostrum, and wield his little sapling ferule, 
hallooing at the top of his voice that such de- 
cisions will subvert the State and we shall re- 
lapse into barbarism. Every editor of an edu- 
cational publication will mount his tripod at 
this statement, with attecuated body tor want 
of wherewithal to nourish anger in his cadaver- 
ous phiz, and mumble something about retard- 
ing civilization. Demagogs will shout them- 
selves hoarse at this statement about the en- 
lightenment of the masses being stopped. 

ut it seems that, so long as an efficient com- 
mon-school system is maintained, civilization 
wiil pot prove a failure nor the masses relapse 
into barbarism. When the State bas provided 
good common schools by taxation its duty is 
done, its fuil powers exerted, and the law ful- 
filled. D. H. PManxx.

Through to Liverpool was quoted at 583¢¢ on 
flour and 66c on lard and meats. 

The demand for staple and fancy dry-goods 
continues uninterruptediy active. Not for 
many seasons past have so many buyers been in 
attendance, and there can be little doubt that 
the sales for the present month will reach a 
larger aggregate than for avy previous Septem- 
ber. Boots and shoes are in brisk demand and 
remain exceedingly firm. There was no abate- 
ment in the demand for staple and fancy gro- 
ceries, and the firmness hitherto noted con- 
tinues a feature of the market. Coffees and 
sugars are still advancing. The former moved 
up 4c and the latter e yesterday. Dried 
fruits were active, firm, and unchanged. The 
fish trade is improving. Butter and cheese con- 
tinue to attract a good deal of attention, and 
values are steadily appreciating.. Cheese was 
up another ge, and there were more buyers 
than sellers at the advance. Full creams were 
held at 100% Clic. Oils were active, with car- 
bon Me bigher. Prices of leather, tobacco, 
bagging, coal, and wood ranged as before. 

The lumber market was firm, and active. 
Cargoes sold promptly, and few were leit over. 
The yard sales were again large, and the gen 
eral feeling among dealers was one of firmness, 
and fencing was quoted bigher. ‘The metal and 
hardware business continues active, and several 
articles were again marked up. Common bar 
iron was quoted at $3.20 rates, and firm, the 
stocks being much broken, and the supply is 
said to be short at all points. The price of hay 
advanced about 50c per ton, owing to limited 
offerings. Hides, wool, and broom-corn were 
not materia!ly changed. Seeds were in fair re- 
quest, generally ruling steady. Poultry and 
game were rather slow, and irreguiar, though 
the fine lots sold at former prices. Green fruits 
were plenty and in only fair request at variable 
prices. 

‘The way in which margins were called yester- 
day morning on the unfortunate shorts was a 
“caution,” but the calls were generally re- 
sponded to with alacrity. There were, however, 
some who could not go further, and it is a won- 
der that the number is so few. The particuiars 
will be found in our local columns. The ad- 
vance has been a very marked one. On the first 
day of the current month spot wheat sold at 
Be, spot corn at 32e, spot oats at 2l}gc, rye at 
Ge, pork at $7.85 per bri, lard at 65. 7 per 
100 Ibs, and short ribs, loose, at $4.50.

THE MORMON CIRCULAR. 


Text of the Document Sent by Secretary 

Evarts to Our Dipiomatic Officers Abroad, 

Wasuineton, Sept. 18.—The following is the 
text of the circular-letter of instruction of the 
Secretary of State to the diplomatic officers of 
the United States in the various countries from 
which Mormons emigrants come to this country. 
Although stated in substance some weeks ago, 
the State Department has not until now felt at 
hberty make the circular public in ite entirety: 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 9, 1879.--Sim: The 
anuual statistics of emigration into the United 
States show that large numbers of emigrants 
come to our shores every year from the various 
countries of Europe for avowed purpose of 
joining the Mormon community at Salt Lake, in 
the Territory of Utah, under the auspices aud 
guidance of the emissarics and agents of that 
community in foreign parts. This representa- 
tion of the interests of Mormonism abroad, 
which has been carried on for years, is under- 
stood to have developed unusual activity of 
late, especially in ——, among other countries 
where it has unfortunately obtained a greater 
or less foothold. ‘The system of polygamy 
which is prevalent in the community of Utah fs 
largely based upon and promoted by these ac- 
cessions from Europe. drawn mainly from the 
ignorant classes, who are easily influenced by 
the double appeal to their passions and their 
poverty, held out im the flattering picture of a 
home io the fertile and prosperous region where 
Mormonism has established its material seat. 
Inasmuch as the practice of polvgamy is based 
oo a form of marriage by which additional 
wives are sealed to the men of that com- 
muvity, these so-called marriages” are pro- 
nounced by the laws of the United States to be 
crimes against statutes of the country, and 
punishable as such. 

On the Ist of July, 1862, the Congress of the 
United States passed an act expressly desiened, 
as appears from its title, To punish and pre- 
vent the practice of polygamy in the Territories 
of the United States and other places.“ etc. 
That act remains the law of the land as to its 
continuing visions, which, in the revision of 
the Statutes of the United States made in 1874, 
read as follows: 

“Spo. No. 5,352. Every person having 3 
busband or wife living who marries another, 
whether married or single, in a Territor 
other place over which the United States have 
exclusive jurisdiction, is euilty of bieamy, and 
shall be punished bya fine of not more than 
$500 and by imorisonment for a term not ex- 
ceeding more than three years. But this sec- 
tion shall not extend to any person Dy reason 
of any former marriage, whose husband or wife 
by such marriege is absent for five successive 
vears and is not known to such person to be 
living, nor to any person by reason of any for- 
mer marriage which bas been dissolved bv de- 
eres of a competent court, nor to any person by 
reason of any former marriage which has been 
pronounced void by decree of a competent 
eourt on the ground of nullity of the marriage 
contract.“ 

Whatever doubt, if anv, has heretofore ex- 
isted as to the efficiency of the law above cited, 


and the intent of the General Government to, 


ep force it, bas now becn terminated by the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court, the hich- 
est judicial tribunal of the land, sustaining the 
constitutionality of the legislation and affirming 
the conviction and punishment of offenders 
against that law. 

Under whatever specious guise the subject 
may be presented by those engaged in investi- 
gating the European movement to swell the 
pumbers of the law-defving Mormons of Utah, 
the bands and organizations which are got to- 
gether in foreign lands as recruits cannot be 
regarded as otherwise than a deliberate and 
svetematic attempt to bring persons to the 
United States with the intent of violating their 
laws and committing crimes expressly punisha- 
bic under the statutes as penitentiary offenses. 

No triendly Power will, of course, knowingly 
lend its aid, even indirectly, to attempts made 
within its borders agaiust the laws and Govern- 
ment of a country wherewith it is at peace, with 
established terms of amity and reciprocal rela- 
tions of treaty between them; while, even were 
there no question involved of open and penal 
infraction of the laws of the land every con- 
sideration of comity should prevail to prevent 
the territory of a friendly State from becoming 
a resort or refuge for the crowds of misguided 
men and women whose offense against morality 
nud deceney would be intolerable iu the land 
from whence they come. 

It is not doubted, therefore, that when the 
subject ie brought to its attention the Govern- 
ment of will take such steps as mav be 
compatible with its laws and usages to check 
the crganization of these criminal enterprises 
by agents Who are thus operating bevond the 
reach of the law of the United States, and to 
prevent the departure of those proposing to 
come hither as violators of the law by engaging 
in such criminal enterprises, by whomsoever in- 
stigated. 

You are instructed, therefore, to present the 
matter to the Government of „ through 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, and to urge 
earnest attention to it, in the interest not mere- 
ly of a faithful execution of the law of the 
United States, but of the peace, good order, and 
morality which are cultivated and sought to be 
promoted by all civilized countries. You will 
fortify your representations on the subject by 
the citation of any facte whigh may come to your 
notice conceruing emigratich ot this character 
from and to this end the consular officers 
in vour jurisdiction have been instructed to 
communicate to you what information with re- 
gard thereto may come to their knowledge. 
Your timely protest in cases where the probable 
departure of Mormon emigrants is reported or 
known to you would 1 prove a weighty 
auxiliary to the general representations you are 
now instructed to make. You are also author- 
ized in your discretion to call attention to this 
subject, and the determined purtose of this 
Government to enforce this law and eradicate 
this institution, through the public press of the 
principal cities or parts of the country, as you 
may find it useful teward the end in view. I 
desire to be informed of the steps taken by you 
under these instructions, and of the disposition 
showa in reference to the same by the Govern-

It was re that a former neer on 
Parker bad said that the crowa- sheet of the boiler 
was weak, and some vague rumors were afloat 
concerning the condition of the boiler and the 
pumps, but they could not be traced to any reliable 
source. By some the explosion was attributed to 
the neglect of the engineer, and various conject- 
ures were made among tugmen and engineers as 
to the cause of the explosion. 

Late in the day McMillan found a leg of a pair of 
pantaloons, aad it was recognized by some tugmen 
as belonging to William Burton, the steward. 

A sma!l window, containing two panes of 
which were not broken, was also found an 
to the V. O. T. Company's office. 

All the harbor tugs have been draped in mourn- 
ing as a mark of respect for the dead tugmen.

MRS. SPRAGUE’S PETITION. 


Proceedings Relative to the Appointment 

N of a Trustee. 

Correspondence New York Sun. 

PROVIDENCE. Sept. 20.—The application of 
Mrs. Katherine C. Sorague for the appointment 
of a Trustee for her property came before As- 
sociate-Justices Stiness and Burges in this city 
to-day. Counsellors Charles H. Farkhurst and 
E. H. Hazard appeared for Mrs. Sprague, and 
Gov. Sprague was represented by Elisha W. 
Clarke, of Kingston. The general impression 
was that there would be another adjournment, 
and there were very few listepers in the court- 
room, though it is anticipated that much that is 
now a matter of curiosity may come out in the 
proceedings for the appointment of a trustee. 
Among the spectators were several of the per- 
sonal friends of Gov. Sprague. Tom Handy, 
the driver of the carriage in which Mrs. 
Sprague left Canonchet, was present. Before 
the adjournment Senator Anthony came in 
shook hands and chaffea ‘With Mr. Hazard, and 
sat a few minutes. Mr. Parkburst read the po- 
tition of Mrs. Sprague for the appointment of 
a trustee, and added that he presumed there 
could be no opposition. He claimed that under 


the law the Gourt was bound to grünt the anpli- 
cation. At the suggestion of Mr. Hazard he 
read the law as to what property a wife may 
claim. Mr. Parkhurst also read bis own affida- 
vit, as follows: 

I. Charles H. Parkhurst, on oath declare 
and say that since about the 16th of August, A. 
D. 1879, I bave been and still am acting as one 
of the counsel for Mrs. Katherine C. Sprague, 
the wife of William Sp e, of South Kingston 
in said State, and Mat by her personal and 
written request 1 filed as her next friend the 
above entitied petition; that, while so acting, 
eaid William Sprague voluntarily informed me 
that the furniture in the house in Canonchet in 
said town was the property of Mis said wife, 
Katherine C. Sprarue, from whom I received the 
same information while at the same Canonchet. 
I further say that said furniture iggnow in said 
house at Canonchet, and is very costly and val- 
uable, and much of it, for want of care, is lia- 
ble to become greatly depreciated in value; and 
1 furthersay that I know of my own knowledge 
that said William Sprague aud said wife were 
not living together as husband ana wife at the 
time cf the fili@gy of the above petition, and are 
not now living together, and I further eay that 
{ am fully satisfied that there is no reasonable 
probability that the said William Sprague and 
his said wife will ever again live together as 
husband and wife; and I base this opinion upon 
the savings and acts of both parties.” 

Mr. Clarke said that he dia not understand 
from the law that a husband could oppose his 
wife’s application for a trustee. He was not 
here for that purpose, but he might have sug- 
gestions to make as to the person. ~The trustee 
must necessarily assumé a very delicate posi- 
tion, and he must be a discreet and judicioug, 
person. Should he be interested in the promo- 
tion of litigation, suits yesulting in a further 
estrangement of husband and wife might 
ensue. Mr. Parkhurst then read a letter 
from Mrs. Sprague, uest ing the 
appointment of Robert hempson, of 
Wakefieid, as her trustee. This nomination was 
strongly objected to on grounds hinted at in 
Mr. Clarke’s previous remarks. The counsel for 
Gov. Sprague then made, the motion that the 
appointment of a trustee be referred to a Mas- 
ter, on the ground that this was an equitable 
proceeding. The Court denied the — and 
Counsellor Clarke nominated as trustee Arthur 
H. Watson, of Providence. Mr. Watson mar- 
ried a daughter of Gov. Sprague's cousin. 

Mr. Hazard said that he should be very reluc- 
tant to inform his client, Mrs. Sprague, that 
she had not been allowed to select the man who 
was to be the trustee of her own property. 
When he remembered who she is and whose 
daughter she is, and when he recalied her rea- 
sous for preferring Mr. ‘Thompson, he would be 
very sorry to be compelled to inform ber that 
ber selection rejected. Mr. Parkhurst add- 
ed that Mra. Sprague had said that under no 
circamstances would she treat with or have any 
communication with Mr. Watson. 

Mr. Clarke renewed his objection to Mr. 
Thompson as trustee, and said that Mr. Thomp- 
son now had possession of Mrs. Sprague’s 
apartments in Canonchet. This, be said, was 
not a question of whether Mrs. Sprague was or 
should be gratified, bat whether the nomination 
was suitable in view of the interests of_her 
children and other interests.

BURIED ALIVE IN A WELL. 


Remarkable Case of Endurance-A Man 
Forty Hours Under Ground—Breathing 
Through a Gas-Pipe, and Communicating 
with His Rescuers by the Same Means. 

Netlispille ( Wis.) Republoocan, 

Last friday at noon a well being dug at the 
fair-grounds caved in at the bottom after it had 
reached a depth of 116 feet, burying William 
Selves, a workman, under about thirteen feet of 
sand, measuring from his head while he was in 


Ja nearly upright position. 


The well had reached the depth of 100 feet 
when a stratum of loose, white sand was 
reached, which made curbing necessary. An 
upright curbing in sections four feet long was 
used. While putting in the fourth section the 
caving of the weil took place, first crushing in the 
lower section not yet finished, and pin- 
ning Selves in. solid sand and nearly to 
his armpits. It was instantly followed 
by the three sections above, which were 
crushed in to the centre, leaving a vacuum 
there. On seeing it start Selves had instinctive- 
ly raised a section of the curbing over his head, 
bending backwards, face up, with the arm sup- 


porting the piece of curbing stretched above 
his bead. In this position the sand settled 
about him, completely binding him, except his 
head and ove arm, which be could move at that 
time. The section of curbing which be had 
raised above his, head created a vacuum, which 
for a short timecommunicated with the vacuum 
through the centre of the well made by the com- 
ing together of the barrel-like curbing. 

As soon as possible a gas-pipe for the purpose 
of pumping air to him was inserted through the 
opening,—Selves, who then had one arm at 
hberty, placing it as pear bis mouth as the boards 
over him would permit. Soon after this was ac- 
complished, the sand settled solidly above him, 
leaving only the vacuum under the board, which 
soon filled so close as to imprison the arm that 
had been at liberty, and to also render his head 
immovable. In this situation, plainly depicted 
by himself in sepulchrai tones through the air- 
de, and perfectly audible at the top of the 
well, William Selves, then six hours without 
food, and cramped and chilled by the cold sand, 
said he would hold on to life if there were brave 
hearts encugh above him to undertake his re- 
lease, knowing full well the danger to thoge 
who might attempt it in ahurry. The task was 
to remove from thirteen to eichteen feet of sand 
from the bottom of a well 116 feet deep, by rut- 
ting in new curbing while taking out the sand 
and debris of the old curbing, and to do it all so 
carefully as not to fill the little vacuum above 
his face. Coupled with this task was the ap- 
palling danger to the workmen of a fresh caving 
of the weil, now more imminent than the first, 
for above the ominous vacurm made by the cav- 
ing of the sand hung the hundred feet of clay 
wall with no support but ite own adhesion, 
its natural foundation of sand being gone. 
The bore through the clay, being but twenty- 
seven inches in diameter, could not, for lack of 
both time and space, be curbed. In the face of 
these discouragements, there were brave hearts 
enough found to work night and day, never 
slacking except for a short time on Saturday 
morning, when for a time further attempis 
seemed suicide by reason of the caving ih of a 
small portion of the clay wall. But soon new 
precautions were devised, and the almost hope- 
less work went on to its practical conclusions at 
1 o’clock this (Sunday) morving, when a friendly 
hand raised the plank and brushed the sand 
from the now nearly uuconscious face. He had 
retained his mind perfectiy up to within a few 
moments before, when the tenderly cautious 
bands above him, in spite of their care, had so 
disturbed the sand as to cover bis face and to in- 
terrupt the supply of air from the tube. He re- 
turned to perfect conscious in a few moments, 
and, his hands released, the work went rapidly 
on, be himself helping materially after his arms 
were released. 

At 8:30 o’clock, nearly forty hours after his 
incarceration, William Selves stepped firmly 
from the mouth of his living grave, and was re- 
ceived in the arms of his young wife amid the 
lad shouts of the throne who had so long 
shared his suspense. His exertions in assisting 
to free himself had given him the use of his 
limbs again, and, when be reached the surface, 
about all he seemed to need was nourishment, 
which he bad not had since the Friday morning 
before, nearly two days.

THE MISSISSIPPI POLICY. 


A Specimen Southern Election—How a Ma- 
jority Was Totally Annihiated—A 

lican Shot Three Times by Political Ad- 

versaries—-The Political Outlook iu the 

South—Concerning the Continuation of the 

Colored Exodus, 

Indianapolis Journal. 

Maj. Henry B. Whitfield, of Vicksburg, Miss., 
arrived in the city yesterday, on a visit to E. M. 
Johnson, of Irvington. A Journal reporter 
called on bim at Mr. Johnson’s residence in that 
suburb yesterday, and succeeded, with consider- 
able difficulty, in inducing the Major to submit 
to an interview. He objected strenuously to 
making any statement for publication, “for,” 
said he, “it would injare me in my 
business at home; for, whatever statements [ 
make here would be noticed either with favor 
or disfavor by my clients at home, and I can 
say nothing that would meet with their favor- 
able consideration.“ By careful questioning the 
reporter turned the tide of conversation on the 
trial and acquittal of Henry J. Gully for the 
murder of Cornelia Chisolm. Said the Major: 
„Gully's acquittal was generally expected by 
the people of Mississippi, and even the prosecu- 
tion, although their case was clear enough, had 
little hope of any other than the result that 
followed. This was due to the feeling in that 
portion of the State. Judge Morris, my partner, 
assisted in the prosecution. The Democrats 
expect that verdict to be played as a big card 
by the Republicans in the next general elec- 
tion.“ 

The reporter here expressed a desire to hear 
of the adventures of Judge Morris, aud was 
answered as follows: Well, the Judge has 
been shot three times since the War, for the ex- 
pression of his political opinions. On one oc- 
casion he made a speech at Port Gibson, and 
was rather pointed in his utterances perhaps. 
Well, that night he was shot and badly wound- 
ed. He did not know who his assailants were 
at the time, but knows now they were assasins 
employed by his political adversaries to take his 
life. At another time, Judge Morris was en- 
gaged in politics, and, having concluded his 
speech, was on his way home. As he passed by 
a vacant lot a man sprang fiom behind the 
fence and fired at him, the bullet taking effect 
in his thigh. He fell to the sidewalk, but drew 
his revolver and gave the fellow as good as he 
sent. 

Four years ago Morris was the Republican 
candidate for the State Senate from Warren 


County. He had made a vigorous canvass, and 
was reasonably coofident of election. The ne- 
groes were a unit in his favor, anda considera- 
ble pertion of the white population were also 
pledged to his support. When the official count 
was made, and he was shown the returns from 
the voting precincts, imagine his surprise at gaz- 
ing on a long string of cipbers. Not one vote 
had been credited him on the blanks. Inquiry 
among his friends developed the fact that many 
votes had been cast for bim. He realized the 
fact that in that community to contest an elec- 
tion, once decided iu favor of a Democrat was worse 
than useless, and accordingly let the matter 
drop. Several months later he met one of tne 
Inspectors, and said: Now the election is over 
and decided, you can get into no trouble by 
telling me we truth. To contest would now be 
useless, as the statute ol limitations prevent such 
a course; just tell me what my majority was at 
the last election.“ The Inspector, after a mo- 
ment’s panse, replied: ‘* Well, Judge, Ili tell 
you. You had a majority of 1,367 by the actual 
returus. This so irritated the Judge that he 
decided to obtain the nomination and run again. 
He did so, and is now the candidate for State 
Senator for Warren County. He is almost sure 
to be elected, too.“ 

Reporter - What about the Dixon murder? 

Maj, W.—I see you are trying to interview 
me. I would rather not speak my mind on 
these subjects, for the reason that I have given 
before. Our firm defended Dixon a year ago 
for the murder of Harrison. We did the best 
we could for him, as a lawyer will for his 
clients, and succeeded with little difficulty in 
securing bis acquittal. 

Rep.—Who do the Mississippi Republicans 
want for their Presidential candidate next vear? 

Maj, W.— They ate as one man for Gen. Grant. 
The magnanimity of Grant towards Pemberton’s 
army at Vicksburg after the surrender made bim 
solid friends. Not a negro south of the Ohio 
would refuse to vote for Grant. Many ex- 
Confederate soldiers, who were struck with bis 
magnaoimity, would honor him with their bal- 
lots, and the white Republicans want a man 
whom tliey know will protect them, and they 
koow from experience that tbe General will do 
that, and doit well. No other man we could 
nominate would poll haif the vote south of Ma- 
son and Dixon’s line that Grant could. 

Rep.— What are the chances for a Solid South 
at present! " 

Maj. W.—Uniess Grant is the nominee, the 
South will undoubtedly be solidiv Democratic. 
They have given up the Northern States, and a 
Solid North is also expected and confidently 
looked for. 

Reo.—You were in the Confederate army, 
were you not? 

Maj. W.—I was. I enlisted as a Lieutenant iu 
a Mississippi regiment, and afterwards served 
op Gen. Baldwin’s staff. 

Rep.—You were then a Democrat, I presume? 

Maj. W.—Yes. 

Rep.— What caused your political conversion ? 

Maj. W.—You must not insist ee interview- 
ing me. I do not want you to publish anything 
Isay. Iam now a Republican, and shall con- 
tinue to be. « 

Rep.—How is the action of the last Congress 
regarded in the South? 

Maj. W.—Well, Vicksburg is in Chalmers’ 
district, and their actions are approved of there. 

Rep.— What are the prospects for the revival 
of the exodus this fall! 

Maj. W.—Matters are just in this shape: If 
the crops are good and the times improve, and 
it the negroes receive proper treatment at the 
hands of the whites, they will remain; but if 
they are not well treated they will go almost 
en masse, and not one in fifty will remain. 
They will make Indiana, Ohio, and Pennsyiva- 
nia their objective points, and Kansas will re- 
eeive a very small proportion of them. They 
are fixed in their determination, and their mov- 
ing or remaining will only be determined by the 
treatment they receive in the next three 
months.

LUM SING LOO’S MARRIAGE. 


The Rich Young Chinaman Who Won 4 

Newark Girl's Heart—Meeting Her First at 

a Tea Party that He Gave to a Few 

American Friends—Why Miss Dodd Says 

She Preferred Him to Other Beaux. 

New Jork Sun, 

Lum Sing Loo, a roung Chinaman, said to be 
wealthy, married a few days ago lu Newark, N. 
J., Miss Alice Dodd, an American girl, 18 years 
old. A Methodist Episcopal clergyman offici- 
ated. Lum Sing Lov is about 27 years of age. 
He was born in Canton, China, where bis father, 
a merchant, holds an influential position under 
the Chinese Government. When he was 15 
years old Lum Sing Loo emigrated to 
California. He settled in San Francisco, 
where his two uncles, Chock Fan Loo and Choo 
Yan Loo. were in business. He attended 
a public school for two years. der to learn 
torread, write, and speak the English language. 
Then be became a clerk in a Chinese drug store, 
and after the learned the business he returoed 
to China. His father gave him a large sum of 
money. After a brief stay in Canton, Lum 
Sing Loo returned to San Francisco, and opened 
a drug store. His venture was successful. in 
two years be became a member of the firm of 


Hop Kee & Co., druggists, on Dupont street, 
and also of the firm of Hung Woo Song & Co., 
wholesale tea merchants, on Jackson street. 
Eighteen months ago be rented the old Drum- 
mond property, on Houston street, Newark, and 
converted it into a Chinese drug manufactory, 
the only establishment of the kind east of Cali- 
fornia. He built a high board fence about the 
entire property, so as to keep out curious peo- 
ple. A score of his almond-cyed countrymen, 
all of whom wear blue cotton blouses and 
wooden shoes, are employed in the establish- 
ment preparing drugs for shipment to China. 
These men seldom venture outside of the ia- 
closed grounds, but Lum Siog Loo frequeatiy 
visits this city to purchase herbs. His uncle 
and partner, Chock Fan Loo, a very tall and 
swarthy man, who superintended the drug- 
factory, returned to San Francisco three months 
ago. He was angry, it is said, because his 
nephew was too fond of the Melican gallee.“ 

Lum Sing Loo wears bis hair cut sbort, and 
he patronizes a fashionable Newark tailor. He 
is slender, and not above five feet five inches in 
hight. He kas pleasant featu and intelli- 

ence and good- nature sparkle in his bricht 

lack eyes. Soon after he opened his factory 
be permitted several parties of young ladies to 
inspect his parlor and other rooms, but he 
would not allow anybody to enter the man- 
ufactory. He, cave tea-parties toa few female 
Christian acauaintapces. Among his visitors 
was Miss Alice Dodd, whose widowed mother 
lives in East Kioney street, and she captured 
bis susceptible beart on sicht. Lum Sing Loo’s 
attentions to Miss Dodd soon became so warked 
that the gossips began to comment upon it. In- 
stead of eating with his workmen, he thereaiter 
took his meals at Miss Dodd’s home. He made 
ber presents of costly jewelry, and bought her a 
watch and chain last Christmas. Diamonds al- 
ways sparkle in Lum Sing Loo’s shirt-bosom, 
and he carries a gold-tipped ebony cane. A few 
weeks ago he rented a three-story, residence at 
261 Latayette street, which he furnisbed richly, 
and then he told some of bis female ac- 
quaintances that he was to be married. His 
associates are principally Americans, and he 
seldom mingles with bis countrymen in Newark. 

„Mr. Loo is areal pice little man,“ said a 
young lady who was seated in tne bay-window 
of a French-roof cottage in Lafayette street, 
Newark, yesterday to a reporter of the Sun, 
and all of us girls down here had set our caps 
for him. We lixed his tea-parties and his pres- 
ents, but we liked his company the best. He’s 
got lots of money, and he used tospend it on 
the girls, too. Aint it too bad that Alice Dodd 
éut us all out? He used to escort us to the 
Methodist Chapel, in Houston street, treat to 
ice-cream and soda, and his pretty pigeon-Eng- 
lish is just too sweet for anything.” 

Mrs. is above the medium hight. Her 
black hair yesterday was wound ina sarge coil 
on the back of her head, where it was fastened 
with gold-headed pins and comb. Her teatures 
are regular, and her eyes large and dark blue. 
She said to the reporter: We kept the engage- 
ment quiet because we didn’t want evervbody 
talking about it. Loo’s people were pleased 
when they beard he was to murry me. He fitted 
the house up elegantly, and he was so consider- 
ate for my religion that be did not hang any 
Chinese pictures or characters in any of the 
rooms. week ago last Thursday we were 
married by the Rev. Mr. Van Duyne, a Method- 
ist Episcopal minister, who preaches in the 
Houston Street Chapel. We were married at 
his house in Eighth avenue, and my mother and 
sister-in-law were the witnesses.”’ 

Mrs. Loo’s wedding present from her husband 
was a set of gold jewelry, witb pearl ornaments. 
As the reporter was saying good-by, she re- 
marked: Some of the girls who laugh at me 
and affect to ridicule my marriage to Loo may 
get a worse bushgnd. He never swears, does 
not drink strong liquors nor gamble, and is 
never cross. -
